What value hae a heap of money, or what conscious 
dignity do we derive from it, i it is not employed 
in giving enmfnrt to the miserable, and protec {ion 
to the distressed ? 
The very poor are provided for by the laws of 
the couniry—and common beggars are far from 
being the must cleserving objects. Charity should 
rather seck out the modest and uncomplaining, 
whe have seen better days, and have all the pains 
ot a delicate sensibility annexed to their distress, 
True charity does not so much consist in multi 
plying little alms to a number of poor people, as 
im making some grand and well-directed efforts in 
favor of a few, Exlucating one child of an over- 
burthened family is a greater act of benificence 
than retailing to them a thousand petty benefac- 
tions. It is not a few scattered drops of rain, but 
it is a generous shower, coming all at once, which 
revives the parched earth,and quickens vegeta. 
tion. 
It in amazing what cherities even a smell fortune 


‘{ will enable people to perform, if under the influ. 


ence of @ cNiristian economy. A few retrench- 
ments from dress, vanity or pleasures, poured into 
the Christian stock, will make it rich indeed. 
Ido not know a better practice, than that of the 
primitive christians—laying by on the first day of 
the week, a little pittance torthis purpose. These 
drops will not be missed from the general reservoir,

FROM LIMA.
